GOP’s Emmer Concedes 
Minn. Governor’s Race 

Republican Tom Emmer conceded the 
Minnesota governor’s race to Mark Day- 
ton on Wednesday, surrendering after a 
statewide recount failed to substantially 
change the Democrat’s nearly 9,000- 
vote election night lead, (ap) 

WASHINGTON 

Mine Safety Bill Rejected 

The House has rejected a bill that would 
have adopted sweeping changes to rules 
about mine safety. The legislation was 
prompted by the deadly explosion in 
April that killed 29 West Virginia coal 
miners. The measure would have made 
it easier to shut down problem mines, 
increased penalties for serious safety 
violations and offered more protection 
for whistle-blowers, (ap) 

VANCLEAVE, MISS. 

Dad of Missing Kids to Be 
Charged With Murder 

An Alabama man who told authorities 
that he buried his two young children 
will be charged with murder now that 
investigators have found remains believed 
to be those of his 3-year-old son, police 
said Wednesday. Mobile Police Officer 
Chris Levy said the discovery of a boy’s 
bones in rural Mississippi gives authori- 
ties enough evidence to file two murder 
charges against John DeBlase. (ap) 


Obama’s Hard Sell on Tax Deal 


President forcefully 
rejects claims that he 
betrayed Democrats 

Washington 

President Obama on Wednesday 
rejected claims that he betrayed 
Democrats by cutting a deal with 
Republicans on Bush- era tax cuts 
and implored his party to back 
the compromise, arguing it could 
jump-start the economy. 

Speaking to reporters at a joint 
appearance with Polish President 
Bronislaw Komorowski, Obama 
said economists predict higher job 
growth in 2011 and 2012 if Congress 
passes the agreement and urged 
lawmakers to examine the details 
of the deal and “get this done.” 

The White House has been lean- 
ing hard on fellow Democrats to 
support the tax deal that would 
extend the cuts at all income lev- 
els for two years, extend jobless 
benefits for the long-term unem- 
ployed and cut the Social Securi- 
ty payroll tax for a year. 

But House Democratic leaders 
protest that the overall package

Rocket’s Red-Letter Day 


SpaceX spacecraft’s 
launch, re-entry seen 
as integral for NASA 

Cape Canaveral, Fla. 

A private company launched a 
spacecraft into orbit and then, 
in a historic first, guided it back 
to Earth on Wednesday in a bold 
test for NASA that could lead to 
the first commercial space station 
supply run next year and eventual 
astronaut rides. 

The capsule named Dragon, 
built by Space Exploration Tech- 
nologies Corp., or SpaceX, splashed 
down into the Pacific Ocean three 
hours after launching from Cape 
Canaveral. NASA immediately 
offered congratulations. 



SpaceX’s Falcon 9 rocket blasts off 
Wednesday carrying a Dragon capsule. 


“Splashdown on target. Mis- 
sion is a success!” the company 
announced via Twitter. 

Until now, only governments 


had accomplished re-entries from 
orbit. 

The Dragon rode into orbit 
aboard a SpaceX Falcon 9 rock- 
et. It circled the world twice, then 
parachuted into the Pacific. It was 
aiming for a spot roughly 500 miles 
off the Mexican coast. 

SpaceX’s chief executive offi- 
cer, Elon Musk, raised his arms 
in victory when the three main 
parachutes deployed, a company 
spokeswoman said. He oversaw 
everything from Mission Control 
at the company’s headquarters in 
Hawthorne, Calif. 

NASA is hiring companies like 
SpaceX to haul supplies to the 
International Space Station after 
next year’s retirement of the space 
shuttle. Taxi trips for astronauts 
may follow, marcia dunn (ap)

Election Tempest Roils in Haiti

Protests flare anew 
as PrevaPs protege 
advances to runoff 

Port-au-Prince, Haiti 

Protesters enraged by the results of 
Haiti’s troubled presidential elec- 
tion set barricades and political 
offices ablaze, traded blows with 
U.N. peacekeepers and shut down 
the country’s lone international air- 
port Wednesday, creating the social 
upheaval many have feared since 
the Jan. 12 earthquake. 

The fallout from the Nov. 28 
election, riddled by fraud, is violent- 
ly shutting down cities across the 
impoverished country at a moment 
when aid workers need to tackle a 
surging cholera epidemic that has 
claimed more than 2,000 lives. 

Protesters, furious that govern- 


ment-backed candidate Jude Celes- 
tin — the protege of unpopular Pres- 
ident Rene Preval — will go to the 
Jan. 16 runoff, set fire to the the 
headquarters of Preval and Celes- 


tin’s Unity party. Many backed car- 
nival singer Michel “Sweet Micky” 
Martelly, who finished third in the 
results and is likely eliminated. 

Preval urged the candidates to 


S JudeCelestinwillvie 
in Haiti’s presidential 
runoff, though many 
expected him to be 
ousted in the first 
round of voting, (ap) 


call off the protests. 

“This is not how the country 
is supposed to work,” he said in a 
radio speech. 

The official preliminary results 
have law professor and former first 
lady Mirlande Manigat in first 
with 31.4 percent of the vote and 
Celestin next with 22.5. Martelly 
has 21.8 percent — trailing Celes- 
tin by about 6,800 votes. 

The results, announced Tuesday 
evening, were immediately ques- 
tioned at home and abroad. Elec- 
tion observers said a third candi- 
date might join the runoff, (ap)

‘Difficult Crisis’ Deepens 


After more setbacks, 
Palestinians doubt 
U.S. can broker peace 

Jerusalem 

The United States’ decision to 
abandon its efforts to coax a set- 
tlement freeze out of Israel marks 
the biggest failure yet in the Obama 
administration’s much-trumpeted 
Mideast peace push, casting seri- 
ous doubts over whether the pres- 
ident can broker a deal by his Sep- 
tember target. 

Israelis and Palestinians said 
Wednesday that a scramble was 
on for a magic formula out of the 
impasse. But neither side showed 
any flexibility. 

The U.S. announced late Tues- 
day that after weeks of efforts, it 
had given up its attempts to per- 
suade Israel into renewing a lim- 
ited freeze on Jewish settlement 


Meanwhile ••• 

Israel decided Wednesday to 

allow increased exports from the 
Gaza Strip, further easing its block- 
ade of the territory run by militant 
Palestinian group Hamas. Israeland 
Egypt blockaded Gaza after Hamas 
seized power there in June 2007. Un- 
derthe new regulations, Palestin- 
ians will be able to export furniture, 
textiles and agricultural products. 
Before now, Israel allowed only ship- 
ments of strawberries and flowers 
to be exported from Gaza, (ap) 


construction in the West Bank and 
east Jerusalem — an issue that has 
emerged as the key sticking point 
in Mideast peace talks. 

With a freeze needed to draw 
the Palestinians back to the 
negotiating table, Tuesday’s U.S. 
announcement was in effect an 
admission of failure. 


“There is no doubt that there 
is a crisis, a difficult crisis,” Pal- 
estinian President Mahmoud 
Abbas said. 

A top aide to the Palestinian 
president, Yasser Abed Rabbo, 
went so far as to question Wash- 
ington’s ability to broker a deal, 
asking how the Americans could 
possibly “make Israel accept a fair 
solution” when they couldn’t even 
make it limit its settlement activi- 
ties. “This is the big question now,” 
he said. 

The current round of negoti- 
ations collapsed in late Septem- 
ber, just weeks after they were 
launched, when a previous Israeli 
settlement slowdown expired. 

U.S. officials said the admin- 
istration has not abandoned its 
efforts to broker a peace deal and 
noted that Israeli and Palestinian 
negotiators will visit Washington 
in the coming days for consulta- 
tions. JOSEF FEDERMAN (AP) 



Surfs Up: A powerful wave slammed into an Antarctic cruise ship carry- 
ing 88 American passengers and 77 crew members, but the ship overcame 
minor damage and was heading safely back to its port of Ushuia, Argentina, 
the vessel’s operator said Wednesday. The Clelia II declared an emergency 
on Tuesday, reporting it had suffered engine damage amid heavy seas and 55

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Anguish in Chilean Prison Blaze 


81 inmates killed 
as fire rips through 
overstuffed complex 

Santiago, Chile 

A fire that began during a riot in 
a severely overcrowded prison 
killed at least 81 inmates Wednes- 
day and seriously injured 14 oth- 
ers, officials said.

Gabe Klein will leave his post as chief of 
the District Department of Transporta- 
tion Jan. 1.

He had never held a government job 
when tapped by Fenty in December 2008 
to lead the Department of Transportation 
and its workforce of 1,000. 

Klein’s most ambitious project is a 
throwback to the days when streetcars 
were the city’s primary mode of trans- 
portation: a 37-mile light-rail line pow- 
ered by overhead wires that would con- 
nect H Street, Benning Road NE and 
Anacostia. Full service is years away, but 
Klein fast-tracked a project he said would 
act as a catalyst for economic growth.

Antonio Martinez, 21, who 
changed his name to Muhammad 
Hussein when he converted, was 
charged with the attempted mur- 
der of federal employees and the 
attempted use of a weapon of mass 
destruction against U.S. property. 

Martinez was arrested Wednes- 


day after he tried to remotely deto- 
nate what he believed to be explo- 
sives in a vehicle parked in the 
Armed Forces recruiting sta- 
tion parking lot, federal authori- 
ties said. 


According to an FBI affidavit, 
Martinez wanted to fight jihad in 
the United States and specifically 
targeted the U.S. military because 
it was killing Muslims overseas.

‘Hactivists’ launch worldwide 
cyber attacks in defense of 
WikiLeaks and its founder 


London 

Hackers rushed to the defense of 
WikiLeaks on Wednesday, launch- 
ing attacks on MasterCard, Visa, 
Swedish prosecutors, a Swiss bank 
and others who have acted against 
the site and its jailed founder, Julian 
Assange. 

Internet “hacktivists” operat- 
ing under the label “Operation 
Payback” claimed responsibility 
in a Twitter message for causing 
severe technological problems at 
the website for MasterCard, which 
pulled the plug on its relationship 
with WikiLeaks a day ago. 

MasterCard acknowledged “a 
service disruption” involving its 
Secure Code system for verifying 
online payments, but spokesman 


James Issokson said consumers 
could still use their credit cards for 
secure transactions. Later, Visa’s 
website was inaccessible. 

The online attacks are part of a 
wave of support for WikiLeaks that 
is sweeping the Internet. Twitter was 
choked with messages of solidarity 
for the group, while the site’s Face- 
book page hit 1 million fans. 

Late Wednesday, Operation 
Payback itself appeared to run 
into problems, as many of its sites 
went down. It was unclear who was 
behind the counterattack. 

WikiLeaks’ extensive releases of 
secret U.S. diplomatic cables have 
embarrassed U.S. allies, angered 
rivals, and reopened old wounds. 
Officials in Washington say other 
countries have curtailed their deal- 


Stronger Than Ever? 

WikiLeaks' long-term survival 

depends on a number of unknowns, 
including the fate of its founder, Ju- 
lian Assange. But the website’s resil- 
ience in the face of repeated attacks 
has underscored a lesson already 
absorbed by more repressive govern- 
ments that have tried to control the 
Internet: It is nearly impossible to do. 
Experts say the very design of the 
Web makes it difficult for WikiLeaks’ 
opponents to shut it down for more 
than a few hours. “The ease of mov- 
ing digital information around makes 
it very difficult to suppress, once it is 
accessible," said Vint Cerf, Google’s 
vice president and the co-author of 
the TCP/IP system, (twp) 


ings with the U.S. government 
because of WikiLeaks’ actions. 

PayPal Vice President Osama 
Bedier said the company froze 
WikiLeaks’ account after seeing a 
letter from the U.S. State Depart- 
ment to WikiLeaks saying that the 
group’s activities “were deemed 
illegal in the United States.” 

Neither WikiLeaks nor Assange 
has been charged in the U.S., but 
the U.S. government is investigat- 
ing whether Assange can be prose- 
cuted for espionage or other offens- 
es. Assange has not been charged 
in Sweden either, but authorities 
there want to question him about 
allegations of sex crimes. 

The pro -WikiLeaks vengeance 
campaign appeared to be taking the 
form of denial-of-service attacks in 
which computers are harnessed — 
sometimes surreptitiously — to 
jam target sites with mountains of 
requests for data, knocking them 
out of commission. 

Per Hellqvist, a security special- 
ist with Symantec, said a network of 
web activists called Anonymous —

A Long Line of Targets VISA 

MasterCard is the latest in a string of U.S.-based Internet companies— including Visa, Amazon.com, PayPal Inc., and 
EveryDNS — to cut ties to WikiLeaks in recent days amid intense U.S. government pressure. Visa and PayPal were not hav- 
ing problems Wednesday, but PayPal said it faced “a dedicated denial-of-service attack" on Monday. Even former Alaska 
governor Sarah Palin was hit, with ABC news reporting that her credit card information and website were hacked. Ironically, 
the microblogging site Twitter — home of much WikiLeaks support— could become the next target, according to an Opera- 
tion Payback statement. Some WikiLeaks supporters accuse Twitter of preventing the term “WikiLeaks” from appearing as 
one of its popular “trending topics." Twitter denies censorship, saying the topics are determined by an algorithm, (ap)

It’s hard to tell a 20 -year- old to 
stop throwing himself all over 
the court without curbing 
that hell-bent-for-leather 
attitude desperately need- 
ed by the Wizards, who 
entered Wednesday night’s 
game against the Kings in Sacra- 
mento with a 6-14 record. 

But the Wizards desperately 
need a lot of things this season, and 
one of those is a healthy John Wall 
in the lineup every 
night. They desperate- 
ly need him to play at 
Verizon Center to sell 
some tickets, and they 
desperately need him

- where they have failed 
to win a game this season. 

Wall missed six of the Wizards’ 
first 20 games because of injuries 
to his foot and knee. He also has 
had a lot of close calls, such as the 
one at Toronto last week when he 
nearly suffered whiplash banging 
into a defender. He has run into 
the stanchions holding up vari- 
ous backboards around the league 


so often the padding should come 
with a chalk outline of his body.

This aggression is great, except 
when it isn’t. The Wizards are walk- 
ing a fine line: They need him to 
learn how to curb his impulses and

Confirming that the decision to 
suspend disgruntled defensive 
tackle Albert Haynesworth was 
his alone, coach Mike Shanahan 
said Wednesday that owner Dan- 
iel M. Snyder was not involved in 
the move. 

Addressing the media for the 
first time since he announced the 
move Tuesday, Shanahan said 
Haynesworth was uncooperative 
from the time of their first meeting 
after Shanahan took control of the 
football operation in January. 

Shanahan said he tried to com- 
promise with Haynesworth, “who 
didn’t like the base defense, didn’t 
like the nickel defense. He didn’t 


want to play nose tackle; he didn’t 
want to play defensive end. 

“When we got him playing the 
nickel package, first and second and 
third down, he didn’t like first- and 
second-down nickel. He wanted to 
play nickel in passing situations. I’ve 
never quite been through a situa- 
tion like this before. And we did it 
in the best interests of our football 
team. And now, we go on.” 

Although it would seem that 


Snyder, facing such a huge loss on 
his investment in Haynesworth, 
should have had a major role in 
Tuesday’s decision to suspend the 
nine-year veteran, he permitted 
Shanahan to make the call on his 
own, Shanahan said. 

“No, he didn’t” have a role in 
the move, Shanahan said. “Dan’s 
been great to me. I haven’t even 
discussed the situation with Dan.”

Eerie Problems for Caps

When HBO began filming for the 
reality show “24/7 - Penguins/Cap- 
itals: Road to the Winter Classic” 
earlier this month, the cameras 
had hoped to catch a red-hot Cap- 
itals team preparing for its New 
Year’s Day showdown with the 
Pittsburgh Penguins. 

Instead, the show will start 
with a team that’s 0-2-1 in its past 
three games heading into Thurs- 
day’s game against the Florida 
Panthers and struggling with the 
same problems that booked it an 
early exit from the playoffs last sea- 
son: the inability to finish games 
and beat hot goaltenders. 

The Caps’ woes began when Dal- 
las Stars goalie Andrew Raycroft 
stonewalled the Capitals in a 2-1 
loss last Thursday. Against Atlanta 
on Saturday, Washington took a sea- 
son-high 46 shots, but managed to 
beat goalie Ondrej Pavelec only once. 
Both games were eerily similar to 
the Capitals’ playoff series against 
Montreal, in which goalie Jaroslav 


Halak denied Washington’s shooters 
despite a landslide of shots. 

After the losses, coach Bruce 
Boudreau called his team out for 
the lack of goals. “I think it’s a 
lack of commitment to paying the 
price to score,” he said. “We’re all 
wanting to score. But we’re stay- 
ing on the perimeter hoping to get 
the puck rather than being the guy 
that’s going to the puck.” 

On Monday, the Caps appeared 
to have corrected the offensive woes 
against the Toronto Maple Leafs. 

Hershey Bears call-up Mathieu 


Perreault provided two goals, Alex 
Ovechkin scored, and Mike Knuble 
provided a so-called garbage goal 
the team had been missing. But 
Washington surrendered a 4-1 lead 
in the third period, two goals came 
within 59 seconds of each other, and 
the team lost in the shootout. 

Defenseman Tom Poti chalked 
the loss up to the Caps ignoring 
Boudreau’s game plan. “When we 
do what he tells us to do, we suc- 
ceed,” Poti said. “When we don’t, 
that’s what happens in the third. ... 
Shame on us.” reed s. albers

Eight games in and the Hoyas are 
not wavering. Georgetown (8-0) 
has managed to accurately adjust 
to each opposing team, perform- 
ing effectively no matter what gets 
thrown at it. 

The Dec. 4 game against Utah 
State was a perfect example. Days 
after topping Missouri in a 111-102 
overtime thriller, the Hoyas were 
forced into the paint as the Aggies’ 
defense put an emphasis Austin Free- 
man and the 3-point shot. 

Freeman scored just nine points 


and the Hoyas were 0-for-3 from 
3-point range, yet they still managed 
a 68-51 win behind Big East Player 
of the Week Chris Wright’s second- 
straight 21-point outing. 

§ The senior

hot. But the rebounding efforts of 
big man Henry Sims and fresh- 
man Nate Lubick have also been 
key in getting Georgetown sec- 
ond-chance opportunities. 

In addition to stressing the 


importance of rebounding, coach 
John Thompson III also preaches 
the importance of not only taking 
it one game at a time, but taking 
it each play at a time. He wants to 
make sure the team is not just tak- 
ing good shots. That will be critical 
Thursday against Temple, which 
defeated Maryland Sunday in the 
BB&T Classic. 

“We can shoot every three sec- 
onds, as long as it’s a good shot,” 
Thompson said. “So, whether it 
takes three seconds or 33 seconds, 
let’s get good shots. If you’re play- 
ing a team that’s going to give you 
good, quality shots quickly, we’ll 
take it. If we have to work and stay 
with it until we get a good shot,

PRODUCER & CREATOR, “CIRQUE DREAMS HOLIDAZE" 


WITH AIRBORNE gingerbread men 
and tightrope-walking toy soldiers, 
“Cirque Dreams Holidaze” takes 
yuletide spectacle to unusually 
death-defying heights. Creator and 
producer Neil Goldberg talked with 
us about his Broadway-meets-big- 
top show, which plays at the Ken- 
nedy Center through Sunday. 

You were raised in an Orthodox 
Jewish family, but the show is 
mostly about Christmas. 

It’s sort of Christmas and winter 
— a little bit of a contradiction to 
my own personal holiday and reli- 
gious beliefs. But the holiday sea- 
son is the entire month of Decem- 
ber. As a kid, I remember walking 
home from school and seeing peo- 
ple’s Christmas trees that were just 


gorgeous. I used to collect all the 
tinsel and the ornaments. 

What challenges does dress- 
ing humans as tree ornaments 
present? 

They have restrictions in terms 
of being able to be flexible. At the 
same time, I want the costumes to 
look authentic because if I’m trying 
to re-create a penguin, I want it to 
look like a penguin, not just a skin- 
tight unitard of Lycra that’s paint- 
ed to look like a penguin. 

How much rehearsal is involved 
before each show? 

It’s sort of an ongoing endless pro- 
cess. I came up with the vision for 
“Holidaze” about four years ago. I 
started immediately training and 


rehearsing artists from around 
the world. It wasn’t as challenging 
to find a wire walker as it was to 
dress them as a soldier and teach 


them the choreography. 

How do you ensure the perform- 
ers’ safety? 


“If I’m trying 
to re-create a 
penguin, I want 
it to look like a 
penguin, not just a 
skin-tight unitard 
of Lycra that’s 
painted to look 
like a penguin.” 


Unlike traditional theater, they 
just don’t show up before cur- 
tain and put on their makeup. 
If someone shows up an hour 
and a half before the show and 
did not go through their [daily] 
training regime, they’re out of 
their performance. That’s why 
we travel with backup perform- 
ers. We’re very, very cautious.

The Theater Alliance 
brings ‘Black Nativity’ 
to life for a third year 

Theater 

When Langston Hughes’ “Black 
Nativity” first made its way to the 
Broadway stage in 1961, the soulful 
retelling of the Christmas story was 
a surprise hit. Nearly 50 years later, 
the gospel play has become a holiday 
staple for many, right up there with 
“The Nutcracker” or “Elf” 

For the past two years, the The- 
ater Alliance has put its own twist 
on the classic in a production at the 
H Street Playhouse. Directed by 


local gospel singer, actor and pastor 
Stephawn Stephens, the play tells the 
story of Jesus’ birth through a mix 
of spirituals, poetry and dance. The 
result is a rousing musical-meets- 
church revival that Stephens says cel- 
ebrates the “exuberance and joy that 
is within the black experience.” 

Inspired by the intimacy of the 
space, Stephens plans to emphasize 
storytelling over pageantry in this 
year’s performance. He’s also taken 
cues from original Broadway direc- 
tor Vinnette Carroll, with whom he 
worked before her death in 2002. 

From Carroll, Stephens says, he 
learned to “make sure that you tell 
the story.” That means the elaborate 
costuming and staging often found

in “Black Nativity” productions will 
take a backseat to the narrative. 

But one thing he hasn’t touched 
is the scene of the birth of baby Jesus 
— played this year by a friend’s new- 
born. “Mary has just done this won- 
derful dance to give birth,” Stephens 
explains. 

“It’s filled with drums, lots of 
sounds; there’s a dramatic change 
in the lighting.” Afterward, 
the infant is brought onstage. 
“It’s always awesome to see the 
audience’s reaction,” he says.

STABB: When we toured Europe for the first 
time in 1986, we went out there in winter, and 
we were so naive. We talked to our friends in 
Scream and they said, “In Europe, the toilet 
paper is like sandpaper.

LYLE: When we played in the former Yugo- 


slavia, we drove for what seemed like forev- 
er through the forest to get there. When we 
did, there were posters plastered through- 
out the town, and it was a really big deal to 
them we were there. It was a great show, but 
it seemed like we were playing in a paral- 
lel universe.

STABB: At our first show in Italy, I foolish- 
ly sang to someone’s ex-girlfriend, who was 
sitting on the side of the stage.

WHEN PEOPLE THINK of D C .’s music 
scene, they think Dischord Records. They 
think Fugazi. They think politics and punks. 
But all that started somewhere a little more 
free-form, in the early ’80s. It started with a 
handful of friends and bands playing music 
that borrowed from heavy metal, British 
punk and psychedelic rock. One of those 
bands was Government Issue. 

Over the past couple decades, hardc- 
core bands like Minor Threat and Rites 
of Spring have earned a place in the punk 
rock canon. Government Issue was always 
harder to classify, but the band broadened 
D.C.’s musical landscape and left an endur- 
ing legacy of experimentation with its eclec- 
tic later albums. 

More than a dozen musicians passed 
through G.I.’s ranks from 1980 to 1989, with 
lead singer John (Schroeder) Stabb the only 
constant member. Some of those members 
begat other much-beloved D.C. bands, includ- 
ing Jawbox and Burning Airlines. 

So, predictably, tickets went fast when 
Government Issue announced in August 
the whole band would reunite for the first 
time in 21 years for a benefit show. Satur- 
day’s reunion gig will bring together the 
band’s final lineup, which included Stabb, 
guitarist Tom Lyle, bassist J. Robbins and 
drummer Peter Moffett. 

“I was blown away to find out that 500 
pre-sold tickets had sold,” says Stabb. “If 
we don’t put on a great friggin’ show, then 
I should just retire my old punk ass.” 

To commemorate the reunion, Express 
asked each musician to share some high 
and low points of Government Issue’s 
glory days.

Washington has a scorching new 
soundtrack courtesy of D.C.’s own 
Ra Ra Rasputin. The four-piece 
group takes Depeche Mode’s slick 
synths, Duran Duran’s catchy 
choruses and OMD’s memorable 
melodies, and weds them to are- 
na-sized dance beats and heart- 
on-sleeve lyrics. 

Singer/guitarist/beat program- 
mer Brock Boss, guitarist/bass- 
ist/percussionist Patrick Kigon- 
go, multi-instrumentalist/singer 
Anna Rozzi and drummer Ken 
Quam formed the band three years 
ago, taking its name from Boney

M’s clap-happy disco hit “Raspu- 
tin.” “Our early shows were real- 
ly loud, raw and messy,” Quam 
recalls. “‘The louder you are, the 
better you sound’ was our men- 
tality,” Boss adds. 

From the beginning, the four- 
some were interested in incorpo- 
rating layered beats, loops and 
sonic skullduggery into their live 
shows. “There’s a bit of a stig- 
ma when it comes to using pre- 
programmed elements,” Kigon- 
go admits. “It makes some people

think that you’re not being genu- 
ine, but it actually frees you up to 
do so many more things live, so it 
makes it a richer experience.” 

This technical trickery is on 
display on their eponymous debut, 
released this past October. Several of 
the songs came together during last 
winter’s Snowpocalypse, including 
the pulsing, New Order-inflected lead 
track, “Stereo Cutter.” Boss says its 
inspiration was a simple one: “It’s 


about sun shining through curtains, 
and how that’s like how love keeps 
you warm through the winter.” 

Other tunes on the disc came 
from a more heady place, like 
the sparse, bouncing “Electrici- 
ty Through the Heart,” also born 
while the group was holed up snow- 
bound. “There are the actual elec- 
trical pulses that power the heart, 
and then there are the feelings of 
excitement you get when you try 


something new,” says Rozzi, who 
handles lead vocals. “We’ve lost 
friends in the grand, sad sense, so 
this song speaks to keeping a posi- 
tive perspective, despite the poten- 
tial of your heart stopping at any 
moment.” nevin martell

Bringing District Arts Abroad 


Local painter speaks 
on his residency at 
Corcoran sister school 


Local Arts 

Political careers aren’t the only kind 
born in D.C. Painter John Alexan- 
der credits the city with starting 
his ascent in the 
art world. He dis- 
played his work at 
the Corcoran Gal- 
lery of Art’s 35th 
Biennial Exhibi- 
tion of Contem- 
Alexander porary American 

Painting in 1977, 

after then-Corcoran curator Jane 
Livingston visited Texas and saw 
his work. 


“Few Texas artists, except maybe 
Robert Rauschenberg, had gotten 
much recognition outside the region, 
so it was my big break,” Alexan- 
der recalls. 

The Biennial segued into a solo 
show at the Corcoran, leading to con- 
nections with a New York gallery 
and effectively launching Alexan- 
der’s career. His newest affiliation 
with the gallery begins next month, 
when he travels to San Miguel de 
Allende, Mexico, to be an artist in 
residence, teaching painting and 
drawing for several weeks at the 
Corcoran’s partner school, Escuela 
de Bellas Artes. It’s a change for the 
artist, who taught at the University of 
Houston from 1971 to 1978 but who 
has focused mostly on creating his 
own art since then — particularly 
paintings and drawings.

Drawing is a topic Alexander is 
passionate about, and he plans to 
address it in a lecture at the Cor- 
coran on Thursday. “We need to 
understand the importance of draw- 


ing to the structural foundation to 
what makes art great,” Alexander 
says. “If you look through the long 
history of art, from Egyptian art to 
the Renaissance, the importance 
of drawing has always been para- 
mount in culture.” 

He adds that it’s a shame how lit- 
tle art education is currently taught 
in schools. “We sit through calcu- 
lus and physics, but what form of 
enlightenment comes from under- 
standing square root?” he says. 
“But understanding what makes 
people see and feel passion comes 
about from looking and studying 
and working with great art — that’s

Dave Smalley hasn’t veered too far 
from his roots. He still likes musi- 
cals, which helped inspire his child- 
hood interest in music. He still 
lives in Virginia, like he did while 
growing up. One of the only differ- 
ences is how time has softened his 
straight-edge beliefs: In hardcore 
straight-edge band DYS, Down by 
Law and Dag Nasty, he might have 
been what you’d call militant. Now- 
adays, as long as you know what 
you’re doing in life, Smalley refus- 
es to judge you. 

“To me, that stuff — a lot of alco- 


hol and drugs — are just negative 
energy. And it’s so great knowing 
that there are kids right now who 
are 18 and they’re kind of realizing, 
T don’t have to do that in order to 
achieve what I want in life,”’ says 
singer and guitarist Smalley, 47, of 
the straight-edge lifestyle. 

“But I also think it’s great for 
somebody who wants to have 
a beer to have a beer,” Small- 
ey adds. “I think it’s great for 
somebody to have a set of values 
that they’ve thought about and 
believe in.” 

Much of Smalley’s musical his- 
tory has been driven by the punk 
ethos of going your own way, as 
long as your reasons are pure. 
That sincerity is what Smalley — 
who’ll perform Irish folk songs 
and some of his own work on the 
Black Cat’s backstage Thursday

A joint installation 
at Hirshhorn looks at 
decay as artistic force

If your idea of “ruins” tends 
toward the traditional (crumbling 
pyramids/castles/lost cities of 
gold), please allow the Hirshhorn 
to expand your horizons. The 
museum’s “Directions: Cyprien 
Gaillard and Mario Garcia 
Torres” eulogizes more recent 
wreckage. 

Garcia Torres’ piece examines 
an abandoned vacation spot with 
the care of an archaeologist. While 
researching artist Daniel Buren, 

Garcia Torres learned that the 
French conceptualist’s first site- 
specific work was a series of murals 
— which Buren later disavowed — 
created in the 1960s for the Gra- 
petree Bay Hotel in St. Croix, U.S. 

Virgin Islands. The Grapetree was

the places that fail to be recognized 
— wastelands.” 

His Polaroids are requiems in 
a medium that is itself near death. 
Arranged in nine-photograph dia- 
mond compositions, the imag- 
es juxtapose ancient and mod- 
ern architecture in patterns that 
blur the lines between 19th-cen- 
tury French castles and Ohio State 
frat houses. 

The groupings are “geograph- 
ical analogies — different sites 
put together like a collage, placed 
under glass like a relic,” says Gail- 
lard. “I treat every site the same 
way, so UNESCO sites are put on 
the same level as your local aban- 
doned building. A lot of these build- 
ings are gone. This is my attempt 
to preserve and present them.”

looked at him as the next MLK at 
one point. 

Pride Inc. — that was his political 
nucleus? 

Definitely. That was a wonderful

sis [in 1977 at the then-District 
Building]. You couldn’t even write 
that: Him getting shot was a bril- 
liant way to catapult himself into 
the next level.

Everyone Sounds Smarter in French

You cannot ascend to the ninth level 
of film geekdom unless you can 
throw around a few well-chosen com- 
ments about Jean-Luc Godard. 

Here’s what you need to know: 
Godard was part of the French New 
Wave, a group of filmmakers who 
loved Hollywood cinema enough to 
trash all the rules. People who love 
the French NewWave include Quen- 
tin Tarantino, Steven Soderbergh and 
Oliver Stone. You know how some- 
times in “Pulp Fiction” you can’t 
quite tell where everyone is stand- 
ing in a room, because they seem to 
switch sides randomly? Yeah, Taran- 
tino stole that from Godard. 

Experience the original when the 
West End Cinema hosts “Godard 
in the Sixties,” which opens Friday. 
His most well-known (and arguably 


best) film, 1960’s “Breathless,” is 
what launched him into film histo- 
ry. Inspired by Orson Welles’ “Touch 
of Evil,” “Breathless” is not only a 
flat-out awesome crime movie but 
a visual trivia fest of American cin- 
ema: Every frame is crammed with 
allusions to the American movies 
that inspired Godard. 


You can also see “Contempt,” 
which stars Brigitte Bardot and Jack 
Palance (the guy from “City Slickers” 
and of one-armed-push-up Oscar 
fame). That one is about, among 
other things, what idiots commer- 
cial filmmakers are. 

The most exciting film of the festi- 
val, though, is 1966’s “Made in U.S A,” 


which is having its Washington pre- 
miere. It wasn’t even available in the 
States until last year, thanks to a long 
legal dispute. In it, a female Hum- 
phrey Bogart-style P.I. investigates 
her lover’s death, only to get caught 
up in Cold War intrigue. The hard- 
boiled detective story gets broken 
up by some overt political smacks, 
thanks to characters named things 
like, um, “Richard Nixon” and “Rob- 
ert McNamara.” 

For the casual movie fan, this 
film festival has two strikes against 
it: French guy, and films made in the 
’60s. But for anyone who aspires to 
have a broader understanding of film 
history — or who just wants to feel 
smart for an evening — a night spent 
with Jean-Luc is one well spent.

Digitally Rejuvenated 


New special effects 
in ‘Tron: Legacy’ give 
back Jeff Bridges’ 
youthful appearance

Hollywood has famously had better 
luck using makeup to make young 
actors look old — like Russell Crowe 
in “A Beautiful Mind” — than mak- 
ing old actors look young. But the 
ability to manipulate images dig- 
itally could prove to be a fountain 
of youth for some. 

In “Tron: Legacy” which opens 
Dec. 17, 6l-year-old actor Jeff Bridg- 
es will play Kevin Flynn, at his nat- 
ural age, and a computerized avatar 
called “Clu ,” who hasn’t aged since 


around the time he was first created 
in the original “Tron” in 1982. 

Clu bears Bridges’ face, altered to 
make him about 35, but it’s grafted 
onto a younger actor’s body. 

While it may be eerie for audi- 
ences to see a new performance 
from a younger-looking Bridg- 
es, it was no less strange for the 
actor himself. 

“It’s bizarre. It’s great news for 
me, because now it means I can play 
myself at any age,” Bridges said. 

There have been digitally cre- 
ated faces before. But no movie yet 
has done what the Walt Disney Co.’s 
“Tron: Legacy” attempts — putting 
a rejuvenated face on a younger 
body, and in 3-D no less. Inevitably, 
the 6l-year-old-turned-35-year-old 
face will be compared to Bridges

when he was actually 35. 

To make Clu, filmmakers made 
a silicon mold of Bridges’ face and 
painted it like real flesh. They took 
multiple photos, put them into a 
computer and gave him a “digital 
face-lift” that took out wrinkles. 

He then performed a series of 
facial movements, such as raising 
his outer left eyebrow or lifting 
his cheek. Those were recorded by 
camera and computerized in 3-D. 

When Bridges acted in scenes as 
Clu, he wore a helmet with four tiny 
cameras pointed at his face. Dozens 
of dots on his face acted as refer- 
ence points for the computer. 

“Sometimes I could be in my 
street clothes and just have this 
weird helmet on,” Bridges said.
